Inspired, it is charged, by a desire 
to intimidate eastern banners who 
have undertaken 
reorganization

the Western Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany, the Harriman interests have 
declared war on the Gould lines in 
the west. 
The first attack is revealed in an 
order from the traffic department of 
the Lnion Pacific, closing the Salt 
Lake and Ogden gateways after Oc­ 
tober I to passenger 
traffic 
from 
eastern and southern points originat­ 
ing on the Denver & Rio Grande or 
other Gould roads. 
The loss in revenue to the Gould 
system by this ruling will amount to 
upwards of $2,000,000 a year. 
The 
tirst object of the order, it is cedared 
by railroad men, is to prevent exten­ 
sions by the Western Pacific into the 
territory 
claimed 
as 
exclusively 
Union Pacific. 
Aside from the effect tilt 
Union 
Pacific’s action will have on its rival, 
it will rob Colorado and Utah of a 
large percentage of tourist business 
and necessitate a complete revision 
of passenger tariffs west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
The effect of the order will be to 
bar tourists to Yellowstone lark and 
the northwest from Colorado, forcing 
them to go via St. Paul, or it will 
mean that tourists from Texas. Colo­ 
rado points or points east of Denver, 
if they insist on seeing the mountain 
scenery of that state, must change to 
the Union Pacific at Denver to con­ 
tinue their journey west or north­ 
west. 
Salt I.ake and Denver may ask the 
interstate commerce commission to 
intervene.

These figures are easily explained 
when it is pointed out that during 
the first two weeks of the present 
month only forty-nine 
transatlantic 
ships came into New York ami only 
twenty sailed 
from this seaport, as 
against eighty arrivals 
during 
the 
same time last year and fifty-nine 
departures. 
The incoming ships for the period 
mentioned brought in 22 700 passen­ 
gers of all classes, against 52,600 ar­ 
riving en boats a year ago, while the

These figures give some idea of the 
paralysis of transatlantic trade due to

W heat

portune to speak of at this time is the 
treating of wheat seed for smut. 
We 
find this trouble in the wheat getting 
a little bit worse 
commonly 
from 
year to year. 
In some fields we have 
seen the price had to be so reduced 
on account of smut that a profit from I 
the crop was out of 
the 
question.! 
Smutty wheat cannot 
be 
used 
for 
making flour and consequently must 
be ground into feed for the stock, and 


that we will experience very 
little 
trouble with the Hessian 
fly 
next 
year. 
Deep early plowing fo.* wheat with 
high quality seed. 
sown in a well 
prepared seed bed 
of 
fertile 
soil, 
might be termed a “finger hoard” to 
successful wheat growing.

tained primarily to do with things 
than it should command could it be 
used for flour. 
It is sometimes a little bit difficult 
to detect in a bin of wheat, as the 
disease works within the grain. Some­ 
times the diseased grain will crack 
open and be mashed and the spores 
will become 
attached 
to 
healthy 
grains and when wheat thus affected 
is used for seed, smutty grain will 
result. 
It is not very difficult or ex- 
j f pensive to treat the seed for smut 
and unless a person is sure th at his 
seed does not contain it, It is a wise 
precaution to treat it. 
This is done 
by taking one pound of formalin to 
about forty gallons of 
water; 
this 
should be put into a good sized tank 
and about the day before the wheat 
Is to be sown it should be treated. 
Pour some of the wheat into the 
solution arid the grains 
that 
have 
smut within them will float on top 
of the water; these should all be 
skimmed off and rejected. The spores 
th at may be attached to the healthy 
grains will be killed; 
the 
treated 
wheat can then be spread out to dry, 
and as soon as dry should be sown. 
It is also a safe precaution to take 
some of the solution and disinfect the 
drill in the event that the drill j>os 
sibly has been used formerly for sow 
* ing smutted wheat. 
Another measure that will be profit­ 
able will be to thoroughly screen or 
grade the wheat. 
The small wheat 
grains cannot be presumed to grow 
into a strong and vigorous plant. One 
bushel per acre of high quality grad­ 
ed wheat will usually give a better 
crop than a bushel and a peck of 
ungraded wheat. I he wheat that is 
screened and rejected is good food, 
but if it is sown it becomes a com­ 
parative loss. 
It would be wise also tc take such 
precaution as we can to combat the 
Hessian fly. The recent moisture will 
* have a tendency to assist in the trans­ 
f o r m in g from the “flax seed 
to the 
adult stage. 
All volunteer grains that 
come lip early will be the tirst to be 
attacked by the fly. 
From this very 
f r e q u e n tl y a late brood 
is 
hatched 
that attack the late sown wheat; it 
thus becomes a very wise precaution 
to prevent the growth 
of 
all 
the 
volunteer grain. 
It would he less dangerous, how­ 
ever, if the volunteer grain on which 
• 
the pest grows were 
a1! 
carefully 
plowed under before the new wheat 
comes up. 
We can do considerable 
in combating the pest, but we must 
rely chiefly 
on its 
natural 
insect 
enemy, which is the Ichneumon fly. 
Th*s little ny or gnat has developed 
this year to such a wonderful degree 
that it can he reasonably assumed 


pertaining strictly to the city’s busi­ 
ness interests. 
To all of such I 
will 
simply say 
that Pettis county and Central Mis­ 
souri are 
essentially 
and 
pre-emi- 
rentlv agricultural in 
the 
scope of 
their interests, and that whether he 
realizes it or 
not, 
every citizen of 
Sedalia is both directly and indirect­ 
ly concerned in the status of the ag­ 
riculture of Pettis county. 
It is unnecessay to remind any in­ 
telligent person that when crops are 
good and farmers are prosperous the 
liminess men and citizens of this city 
share in the same; and, by the rule 
of contraries, when crops are poor 
end farmers not prosperous and as 
a result of feeling “blue,” those con­ 
ditions absolutely and positively re­ 
act to the city’s detriment. 
It is unnecessary 
to 
recite here 
Hie particulars of the last three or 
four years further than to say that 
weather conditions in Central 
Mis­ 
souri during that 
period 
have not 
been auspicious. It has been too dry 
for our territory to yield its normal 
crops. All of us are prone to pessim­ 
ism and it requires intelligent, cul 
tivated effort, to be optimists. Ameri 
ca is noted as a nation of complain­ 
ers and a notable peculiarity in this 
connection is that 
we 
are wont to 
exaggerate our ills, whether they be 
real or imaginary. This is particular­ 
ly true of our crops. A short run of 
adverse weather conditions will pre 
clpitate a large sized wail about im 
pending starvation. 
The aforesaid run of adverse sea­ 
sons, 
supplemented by 
the 
some­ 
what upset conditions of business in­ 
cidental upon the European war, has 
prompted me to take 
an analytical 
view of the Pettis county crop situa­ 
tion In an endeavor to show' that 
cur present condition, while not up 
to the desired point, could easily be 
a great deal w'orse. In other w’ords, 
that w’e have much 
to 
be thankful 
for, and 
there 
is 
absolutely 
no 
grounds for anticipating dire results 
or to be unduly disturbed over 
the 
p resent and prospective business out­ 
look of Sedalia and Pettis county. 
The foregoing philosophizing is by 
way of preface to an anaylsis 
of the 
past and present year’s 
crop condi­ 
tions; and while I know figures are 
said to be dry reading, I believe that 
the well wishers of Sedalia and Pet­ 
tis county will be patient enough to 
peruse the fellowing 
compilation of 
information when I 
give 
them the 
ascurance that 
the 
same bas been 
carefully collected, with 
a 
view to 
I eing as nearly absolutely accurate 
as such information is obtainable. 
We are familiar with the saying 


cf the world as well as of the Unit­ 


ed States and of Missouri. It is not 
a reflection to state that a large ma­ 


jority of our people are not aware of 


the extent to which corn is cultivat­ 
ed throughout 
the 
whole world at 
tho present time. 
Charles M. 
Daugherty, 
an expert 
statistician of the United States de- 
partment 
of 
agriculture, 
recently 
compiled world 
figures 
with refer­ 
ence to the principal crops and some 
cf his deductions are 
both surpris­ 
ing and interesting, particularly with 
reference to corn. 
He states that the whole w'orld’s 
acreage of corn last year, according 
to the best 
information obtainable, 
was I«0 million acres, of w’hieh the 
United States grew alone Ilk) million 
ceres, Mexico 13 million 
acres and 
Argentine lo million acres. 
He further states 
that our corn 
C’op last year totaled in bushels a 
larger number 
than 
all 
the other 
cereal crops combined. His analysis 
ct 
this 
great 
staple 
demonstrates 
that while w*e have been increasing 
the production of corn, the increase 
in home consumption has outstripped 
the production so rapidly 
that last 
y^ar it was found possible and profit­ 
able to import 5,000,000 
bushels of 
corn from Argentina, and at the rate 
of decrease in our exports of corn 
within a very few years, unless our 
acreage is maintained and our aver­ 
age yield largely increased, we will 
not be producing enough corn in th 9 
I Tilted States for home use. 
Mr. 
Daugherty’s 
figgres 
further 
show that the average yield per acre 
of corn in the 
United 
States last 
year was a fraction over 23 bushels. 
What of Missouri and Petits coun­ 
ty in corn production last year? The 
figures compiled by the slate board 
cf agriculture 
show 
that Missouri 
produced 
7 537,270 
acres 
of 
corn, 
which made an average yield of 17.A 
bushels per acre. 
Our 
own Pettis 
county is credited with 124,764 acres 
cf corn that made an average yield 
of only 17 bushels per acre. It is hu­ 
miliating to know' that Pettis county 
actually fell 
a 
fraction 
below 
the 
state average in corn production, but 
such is recorded as a fact. 
For the purpose of comparison 
I 
deem it permissible to quote the fig­ 
ures on wheat and 
oats production 
and average yield as a mater of in­ 
teresting information. The aforesaid 
authority credits Missouri 
with hav­ 
ing grown 2.120,330 acres of wheat, 
which made an average yield of 17% 
bushels per 
acre. 
Pettis 
county’s 
part of this great 
crop 
was 31.678 
acres of wheat, of an a v e r s e yield 
cf 19 bushels per acre. Here we ex­ 
ceeded the state average. 
Mr. Daugherty states that the Unit­ 
ed States oats crop crop last year 
covered 38,399,000 
acres, 
with 
an 
average yield of something over 29 
bushels to the acre. Missouri’s area 
that was harvested of oats totaled 
056,182 acres, w'ith an average yield 
of about 22% bushels. Again our Pet­ 
tis county showing wras not satisfac­ 
tory'. We had an area of 7.216 acres 
in oats, with an average yield of 12 
bushels. 
The foregoing is almost in the na­ 
ture of ancient history, because re- 
k.ting to last year. We are all living 
it the present, hence more interest­ 
ed in this year’s conditions and the 
possible results of the same. 
T have made 
thorough 
and per­ 
sistent inquiry 
from 
many of the 
county’s most 
observant, intelligent 
and successful farmers, representing 
all parts of Pettis 
county , with 
a 
view of 
ascertaining 
the probable 
yield per acre of this year’s crops of 
corn, wheat and oats, and a consen­ 
sus of these inquiries appear to war­ 
rant me in saying that Pettis coun­ 
ty’s corn crop this year will average 
In excess of 25 bushels per acre, our 
wheat crop in excess 
of 22 bushels 
and our oats crop fully 30 bushels per 
cere. 
It is generally conceded that our 
area devoted 
to 
corn this year is 
slightly less than 
last 
year, 
while 
the wheat acreage is from IO to 20 
per cent in excess of last year, and 
the oats are approximately the same 
as last year. 
It is a 
mooted 
question whether 
Tettis county’s general weather con­ 
ditions this year w'ere on the whole 
any better than last year, but the fact 
remains that our crop yields average 
very much better, and 
it is clearly 
within the facts to state 
that our 
improved results 
are 
very largely 
due to better seeds, better and more 
intelligent cultural methods. 
Another factor that 
will redound 
very materially to the betterment of 
Fettis county conditions is the great­ 
er care being exercised 
in harvest- 
ii g and saving our crops. The num­ 
ber of silos within Pettis county has 
largely increased. I had hoped to be 
r.ble to present definite figures as to 
the exact number, but have not had 
opportunity so far to collect this in­ 
formation; but I hazard the belief 
that within 
Pettis 
county 
at the 
present time, or by the date when 
farmers generally will have convert­ 
ed their corn into silage, there will 
be in excess 
of 
500 
silos in this 
county, and not only is the quality o! 
cern that will be converted into si­ 
lage far superior to that of last year, 
hut th© quality of soy beans 
and

Hog Cholera Control and Eradication. 
By Dr. Ralph Graham, Pettis coun­ 
ty station, United States bureau of 
tnimal industry. 
In the work of hog cholera con­ 
trol and eradication it lias been sat­ 
isfactorily demonstrated that sanita­ 
tion and quarantine give the best re­ 
sults. 
By careful feeling and .good 
care the vitality of the herd is kept 
up, and they are not so susceptible to 
the disease. 
It is quite a common 
idea that green corn will give hogs 
the cholera, but from years of experi­ 
ence and observation along this line 
it has been found that hogs can not 
become affected with cholera unless 
the germ is present . When green 
con is fed the vitality of the animal 
is lowered, and they are more suscep­ 
tible to the disease. 
It is advisable 
to feed green corn sparingly at first, 
gradually increasing until a full feed 
is reached, and in this way prevent 
lowering the vitality. 
Now is a good time to clean up hog 
lots and feed yards. 
You will be 
amply paid for the time spent in this 
way by the improved health of the 
herd, and better gains will be the 
result. Clean up all rubbish, manure, 
etc., and use plenty of air slacked 
lime, after spraying with some good 
antiseptic solution. 
Get rid of the 
parasites. 
Two of the worst enemies 
of a hog are w'orms and lice. 
Lice 
can be entirely exterminated by using 
crude oil about once a month, and a 
good worm remedy will soon rid your 
herd of worms. 
Santonin, six grains; 
calomel, four grains (to every hun­ 
dred pounds live weight) mixed In

The increase in manufacturnig of

years has more than kept pace with 
the increase in population, I here be­ 
ing 26,023 inhabitants there in 1900, 
32,073 
in 
1910 and, approximately, 
40,Otto in 1914. 
The value of manu­ 
facturing went up from $2,961,793 in 
1900 to $7.591.154 in 1913, and the 
number of establishments reporting 
increased from 123 to 203, the tigures, 
however, not including thirty or forty 
small workshops with an output of 
less than $1,500 each, which failed to 
report. 
The number of wage earners 
advanced from 951 to 1.900, who drew 
$516,080 in salaries and 
wages, to 
1,824 men and women in 1614. con­ 
sisting of 1,541 men and 233 women, 
who 
drew 
$1,259,356 in wages and 
salaries. 
The capital 
invested 
in­ 
creased from $1,411,495 iii 1900 to 
$11,191,883 in 
1913, including light, 
heat and power plants, which report­ 
ed an investment of over $7,000,000, 
and smelters which reported an out­ 
lay of $1,174,164. 
In thirteen years the manufactur­ 
ing 
output 
of 
Joplin increased in 
value $4,604,361, or over 255 per cent. 
The output of 1904 was worth $3,-

It is estimated by 
Supervisor of Statistics A. T. Edmon­ 
ston. who prepared the bulletin, that 
the 1914 manufacturing value will ex­ 
ceed $8,000,000.

and manufacturing in the section of 
Missouri with Kansas City to the 
north and Springfield to the east. 
It 
is the chief city of Jasper county, 
which is often spoken of as Missouri’s 
million dollar county. Forty thousand 
people live here and as many more 
in the flourishing cities, towns and 
villages within a radius of ten miles. 
It is situated in the ^western foothills 
of the Ozarks, at an altitude of 1,000 
feet and has a salubrious and health­ 
ful climate—neither excessively hot 
in summer or cold in yinter.
